Yes S-I-R-E-E, Monday morning, 
November the 7th in the year 1938, 
a blanket of snow about one inch 
thick covered the Hamlin country.

The sanctity of hu man life finds 
its fou ndation in the fact that God 
created man in His own lik eness 
and image. Becau se that is tru e no 
man has any right to tak e the life 
of another for any cau se ex cept at 
the direct command of God. 
Only 
by the orderly process of law for 
the protection of society and in ac­ 
cordance with the Word of God may 
there be any su ch action by man 
toward man. 
Both of these tru ths 
are declared in Scriptu re in God’s 
cov enant with Noah (Gen. 9 :5, 6 ), 
which was made possibly a thou ­ 
sand y ears before the Ten Com­ 
mandments were giv en to Moses. 
Life is held rather cheaply in ou r 
day . 
Nations cou nt their boy s and 
girls as only so mu ch “ war m ate­ 
rial.” 
Life is destroy ed on the 
highway , in the shop, or in the 
home. 
Let u s declare again the 
solemn command of God, “Thou 
shalt not k ill.” 
I. 
The 
Prohibition 
of 
Mu rder 
(Ex od. 20:13). 
The word “k ill” in this command­ 
ment is one which means a v io­ 
lent and u nau thorized tak ing of life, 
and 
is 
therefore 
more 
properly 
translated “ m u rder.” 
Not all k ill­ 
ing is mu rder. A man may k ill an­ 
other entirely accidentally , or he 
may be the du ly constitu ted legal 
officer carry ing ou t the law of the 
land in tak ing the life of one who 
has forfeited his right to liv e be­ 
cau se he has slain another. 
There 
is also the right of self-defense, be 
it indiv idu al or collectiv e. Bu t these 
are the only ex ceptions; let u s not 
attempt to ju stify any other. 
Mu rder is too prev alent in ou r 
land. In 19 36 there were 13,242 ou t­ 
right k illings—a m u rder ev ery 40 
minu tes. 
The head of the United 
States secret serv ice estimates that 
there are 200,000 persons at large 
in ou r land who “ hav e mu rder in 
their hearts and who will tak e hu ­ 
man life before they die.” 
Also in 
19 36 there were 37 ,8 00 deaths in au ­ 
tomobile accidents. 
Some of these 
were by u nav oidable accidents, bu t 
many were really m u rder becau se 
the one responsible drov e with de­ 
fectiv e brak es, dangerou s tires, or 
while he was intox icated. 
Add to 
these the deaths in indu stry cau sed 
by failu re to prov ide proper safe­ 
gu ards or healthy work ing condi­ 
tions, and by the ex ploitation of 
child labor, and we say again, that 
we shou ld cry alou d, “ Thou shalt 
do no m u rder.” 
II. The Cau se of Mu rder (Matt. 
5:21, 22). 
The Sermon on the Mou nt, from 
which the rest of ou r lesson is tak en, 
while it “describes the character 
of the citizens of the earthly k ing­ 
dom which the Messiah came to 
set u p” and “ assu mes a class of 
people already sav ed, regenerated, 
and in fellowship with their King” 
(Jam es M. Gray ), does prov ide fu n­ 
damental principles for the gu id­ 
ance of the Christian. 
In this m atter of mu rder, Jesu s 
cu ts right throu gh the ou tward as­ 
pects of the m atter and points ou t 
tlv jt an angry hatred in the heart 
is the root of all mu rder. 
If we 
hate, we hav e m u rder in ou r hearts. 
Circu mstances may hinder its fu l­ 
fillment, bu t the danger is alway s 
there u ntil we remov e the cau se. 
Ju st being angry —calling ou r broth­ 
er “ R aca” (the modern eq u iv alent 
of which is “ nobody there” ), and 
calling him “ thou fool,” which clas­ 
sifies him as “ morally worthless”— 
these are the three dreadfu l down­ 
ward steps to mu rder. 
And they 
begin in anger. 
May God help 
those of u s who hav e strong feelings 
that we may not y ield them to the 
dev il in su ch anger against ou r 
brother! 
III. The Prev entio n o f Murder 
5:23-26 , 38 -42). 
Prev ention with God means more 
than pu tting u p a barrier to k eep u s 
from k illing. 
He deals with the 
heart, and thu s pu ts the whole life 
right. 
It is not ev en a q u estion of 
how we may feel against ou r broth­ 
er. 
If he has au ght against u s we 
are to do all we can to win him. 
He may be u nreasonable, grasping, 
and u nfair. Howev er, the spirit that 
will win him is not that of retalia­ 
tion or su llen su bmission to the in­ 
ev itable, bu t rather a free and will­ 
ing going ev en bey ond what is re­ 
q u ired. 
The fu ll interpretation of this pas­ 
sage is not possible in ou r limited 
space. It is clear from other scrip­ 
tu res that it does not mean that 
wick ed and u nscru pu lou s men are 
to be permitted to defrau d and de­ 
stroy God’s people. 
At the same 
time, we mu st not ex plain away the 
heart of ou r Lord’s interpretation 
of this great commandment. 
Let 
u s seek His grace that we may , lik e 
Jim, silence by ou r lov ing deeds 
md words ev en the bitter gainsay - 
rs of the gospel.
